WASHINGTON, July 30.—For the first 


time since the tariff bill has heen in 
conference there are signs of wavering 
from the strong line 'that ban stood he- 
bind the senate bill. "The senate bill 
or none" has been repeated today less 
frequently and with less emphasis than 
heretofore. The only explanation for 
the brief conference today is the fact 
that the house conferees feel the situa- 
tion is changing in their favor. The 
mails and telegraph bring to Democratic 
senators urgent appeals to pass a bill 
which will not favor trusts, and which 
will be in line with the demands oi the 
party platform. 
These requests upon senators are in- 


doreementa of the position of the Presi- 
dent and house in the mam points of 
difference. These telegrams are having 
effect, and have caused the senators 
who are most insistent upon the senate 
bill as regards coal, iron and sugar no 
little concern. 
Pressure is

brought to* bear on the Democratic con- 
ferees of the senate to report an agree- 
mtiit with a modification of the prin- 
cipal items, a compromise being sug- 
gested to the extent of a flat advalorem 
fate on sugar of 45 per cent with an ex- 
tension of the bounty of January 1, 
1895, free iron ore, coal 40 cents per ton 
with a reciprocity provision that coal 
shall be admitted free from such coun- 
tries as grant free admission to coal pro- 
iduccd in tho United States.

From an experience had in the late 


war and a knowledge of the kind of men 
who carried the flag to a successful ter- 
mination of that war, I can say that the 
National Guard of this state are nut as 
brave, just as loyal, and are imbued 
with as much patriotism as were the 
boys who startedout with you. It takes 
some time to bring any command to 
that degree of efficiency which Sherman 
commanded on bis march to the sea. 
Since the failure of July 4th, for which 
the guard wan in no way responsible— 
that is, the rant and file—the companies 
have been called into line and the offer 
made to discharge anyone who would 
not willingly obey any order he might 
receive, and not one has proposed to ac- 
cept discharge; on the other hand, feel- 
ing the humiliation of misrepresenta- 
tion, they are more determined than 
ever to stay till the strike is oft. All the 
companies have been doing hard serv- 
ice, ant* the men conduct themselves 
like old soldiers. There is no staying 
about the city, and no arrests for drunk- 
enness or disorder. It is very unfair to 
these men who have left home and bus- 
iness, in some cases at the expense o, 
losing positions, to be misrepresented 
so seriously. 
Reasonable men will 


recogni/e the fact that it takes time to 
bring any body of soldiers to the more 
serious affairs that belong to them m 
times of anarchy.

"The only issue is as to whether there 


is Bufilciont evidence to raise the pre- 
sumption that said Wootton is dead. 
The amount ol evidence required to 
prove death varies with the nature of 
the case In which it is sought to be es- 
tablished. Thus, in a trial for murder 
this would have to be proved to a moral 
certainty and beyond a 
reasonable 


doubt. In civil cases it is usually suf- 
ficient to prove it by a preponderance of 
the evidence.

A. certain chapter in Uie history ol 


the blunders ot Cleveland'a administra- 
tion might never have become known 
had not an enterprising newspaper man 
brought it to light.

now that the attention of experts in lig 
growing and packing have been attract- 
ed to Fresno county, there is no good 
reason why tho historic fig tree should 
not become the eource ot great profit to 
the growers here. 


IF "General" Kelly. undertakes to 


lead another army of industrials from 
California eastward he is not likely to 
meet with much discouragement from 
the people of this coast, although tho 
lack of opposition will be from a selfiish 
motive which cannot be commended. 
It lias been demonstrated that Kelly 
nnd his kind have the best solution of 
the tramp problem that has yet been 
proposed, so fnr as this coast is con- 
cerned. As the army moves through 
the state it gathers up the idlers aa ef- 
ieclually as a magnet collects steel 
filings. California will be rid of the 
•agabond element lor a long time; for, 
they will work their way back very 
alowly, and some will never come back. 
It may be somewhat rough on the East- 
ern states for this coast to dump all its 
indigenta upon them, but those states 
are populous, and will not notice the 
email additions, while it will be a relief 
to California which will be noticeable 
for some time in the future. The prin- 
cipal obstacle in the way of a second 
enterprise of this kind on the part of 
"General" Kelly will be in finding a 
sufficient number of dupes to follow 
his banner.

China has never, 
ae a whole, been warlike; but the north- 
western part, where the Tartars live, has 
eent out some of the most destructive 
armies the world has ever eeen. About 
500 years ago Genghis Kahn and Tamer- 
lane led armies of Tartars which pene- 
trated almoat to the center of Europe, 
and never met defeat so long as they 
held'together. One of those generals 
commemorated his victories by building 
a tower of 80,000 human skulls. No 
Roman, no Persian and no Egyptian 
conqueror, ever sacrificed the human 
life that was lost in combat against 
those Chinese invaders. 


Modern critics say that the Chinese 


fight bravely when under good generals. 
The Japanese are not wantinc in cour- 
age, and the present war may grow into 
a more gigantic struggle than is gener- 
ally looked for.
